FROM OTTAWA 


Delayed Correspondence. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton continued the de- 
—— 
bate en the Grand Trunk Pacific sub- 
sidy resolutions yesterday, and made 
the most effective presentation § in 
their favor that has been given the 
House. There was a definiteness and 
finality in bis a1guments supported by 
facts, which was most convincing. 
His only failure was like that of Mr. 
Blair in his great speech, namely that 
in some cases he proved too much. He 
met every point raised by Mr. Biair 
squarely and effectivety, at least as 
a matter of argument. 

To the objection that the govern- 
ment should have made elaborate sur- 
veys before asking the authority of 
the House to the project, he said that 
the universal practice was that a 
company having satisfied themselves 
that a railway project was practicable 
came to the Bouse and secured organ- 
ization and authorization before cn- 
tering upon the necessary cxpendi- 
tures for definite survey. 

To the objection that there was no 
demand for a new transcontinental 
line, ho read’ resolutiens from the 
Winnipeg Board of ‘Trade and the 
Northwest Assembly, the Truro 
Board of Trade, and a number ef ex- 
tracts from newspaper articles of the 
year 1902, deciaring the necessity of 
increased railway communication to 
and through the west. Regarding 
the argument as to bonding privileges 
he said that at present Canada reach- 
ed the seaboard in winter over ‘the 
Grand@ Trunk to Portland, over the C. 
P. R. to Breton and St. John, and over 
the IntercoJonial to St. John and Hal- 
ifax. Aljl three roads had all they 
could do. If the bonding privileges 
were abrogated and the traffic which 
now reached the ocean” by the Grand 
frunk and C. P. R. were turned onto 
the Intercolonial, :1t would result in 
a congestion ot traffic that would 
cost the country many millions. Pro- 
vision against such a contingency by 


the duplication of the Intercoloniai 
was coipmon prudence. As to the 
duplication of the Intercolonial it 


had never been the policy of the Can- 
adiaa government to refuse to dupli- 
cate railway lines. When the ©. P. 
R. was built, to enable it to get traf- 
fic in Eastern Canada, it was bonused 
to duplicate the Grand Trunk lines by 
the jate government; and even since 
the present’ govermment came to 
power, the C. P, R. bas been bonused 
to build a line in western Ontario 
which had paraliesed the Grand 
Trunk for many miies at a. distance 
of from two to fivé miles, an@ neither 
ihe ex-minister of railways tor any 
member of the opposition had object- 
ed. Duplication of raitways meant 
increase of railway facilities and full- 
er development ofthe commerce and 
resources of the country. The alti- 
mate result had been beneficial rather 
than injurious te the lines duplicaied. 
The increase of traffic resulting from 
the censtruction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific would incréase and mot § de- 
crease the bisiness of the Intercolon: 
ial. The present proposition had 
nothing whatever to ~ do with the 
government's policy towards the In- 
terceglonial, by which that. railway 
had been Suilt up to be an cfficient 
and profitable concern.
